Re; Margaret Eaton Library 

As requested I have made some study of the physical 
equipment of the libraries located In some of the University of 
Toronto Buildings. 

The main University Library is housed in a building 
by itself and while quite crowded at the moment, seems to be 
kept quite respectably. 

Hart House Library Is in excellent condition, in 
spite of Its more than twenty years use. The books here are 
said to be replenished by the Massey Estate, but the University 
looks after decoration, etc. 



The library at Whitney Hall on St. George St. and 
Hoskln Ave. is also very presentable. 



The only library seen which was not in good condition 
was the one in the Engineering Building. In conversation with 
Col. A. D. Lepan (Supt. of Buildings), he stated that this con- 
dition was due entirely to the fact that a new building had been 
anticipated for some time. 



Mr. Lewis ascertained that the present Margaret 
Eaton Library had approximately 600 Volumes plus current 
physical culture periodicals and other periodicals relating to 
subjects under study. This would not likely increase at the 
rate of more than forty books per year and therefore |;200 per 
year should be ample for replacement and additions. Mr. Lewis 
has checked this with Mr. Wllgress, Parliamentary Librarian. 



In consideration of the above facts and also that 
it is indefinite when the School will move its physical loca- 
tion, I would jsuggest that the matter be dealt with by the 
donation of s'" lump sum, the Interest on which was to be used 
for replacement and additions of necessary books and periodicals. 



In the deed of gift we might Insert a clause to the 
effect that the University of Toronto would assume entire re- 
sponsibility that the physical appearance \of the Library would 



be worthy of the name which it represented^

The $5,000. is to be paid over by the Co. to the 
University with an agreement that the interest thereon shall be 
used to maintain the proposed Library above mentioned in a 
fitting state to be associated with the name of Mrs. Eaton.
